WHAT  ARE  THE  POSITIVE  BENEFITS  OF 
SICK? 


Despite  the  pious  objections  of  strait-laced  moralists, 
there  are  many  worthwhile  benefits  to  Sick.

Spiro  T.  Agnew  was  born  on  November 
9,  1918.  His  father  was  Theodore  S.  Anag- 
nostopoulous,  a  Greek  immigrant,  who 
opened  a  small  restaurant  in  Baltimore,  Md., 
married  an  American  girl  and  became  a 
leader  in  Baltimore's  Greek  community.  His 
son  Spiro  was  to  follow'  in  his  footsteps  but 
decided  to  become  a  lawyer  instead.  He 
attended  Baltimore  Law  School,  married  a 
girl  named  Judy  and  became  a  wheel  in  Balti¬ 
more's  American  politics.  In  1941  young 
Spiro  was  drafted  and  sent  to  OCS  School 
at  Ft.  Knox,  Ky.  He  served  as  a  CO  with  the 
10th  Armored  Division  and  participated  in 
four  major  campaigns.  Upon  discharge  in 
1945  he  resumed  his  law  studies  in  Baltimore. 
In  the  early  50s  Spiro  entered  politics  at  a 
low1  level  and  worked  himself  up  to  become 
Governor  of  Maryland.  Then,  on  November 
3,  1968,  he  became  the  39th  Vice-President 
of  the  United  States.  Finally,  with  the  advent 
of  his  very  first  major  speech,  he  became  a 
full-fledged  stand-up  comedian.  On  the  fol¬ 
lowing  pages  we  have  assembled  together 
some  of  Spiro  T.  Agnew’s  funniest  lines.  .  .

From 
David  Lean,  the  director  who  gave  you  “The  Bridge 
On  The  River  Kwai,”  it  has  all  the  emotional  impact 
however,  of  “Two  Matchsticks  Over  A  Mud  Puddle.”

And  so,  Robert  Mitchum,  after  "bombing  out"  as  a 
Don  Juan,  spends  the  rest  of  the  picture  searching 
for  something— mainly  a  way  out  of  his  marriage  — 
and  better  still,  his  iron-clad  contract.  It  takes 
Robert  an  impossibly  long  time  getting  the  message 
—namely  that  Sarah  Miles  is  "Pepsi-Generation” 
while  he's  ready  for  the  "Geritol”  set.

We  doubt  if  they  will,  however,  once  word  gets 
around  —  mostly  from  viewers  overcome  by  the  smell. 
Some  say  that  the  fate  of  Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer  de¬ 
pends  upon  the  success  of  this  film.  Lots  of  luck, 
stockholders!  Just  the  other  day,  we  saw  the  M.G.M. 
lion,  with  dark  glasses  and  a  white  cane,  peddling 
pencils  on  Sunset  &  Vine. 

The  female  star,  Sarah  Miles,  should  win  an  "Oscar" 
—  not  for  her  performance— but  for  keeping  a  straight 
face  when  she  reads  her  lines.  She  plays  a  schoolgirl 
who  marries  her  teacher,  Robert  Mitchum.  This  is 
so  as  to  raise  her  marks,  but  the  way  the  cookie 
crumbles  it's  Mitchum  who  flunks  out.

No  sooner  do  the  lovers  (and  the  audience)  start 
panting,  than  the  camera  pans  to  close-ups  of  shrub¬ 
bery  and  other  sexy  scenery.  Acres  and  acres  of 
grass  are  shown  —  bringing  tears  to  your  eyes.  If 
you  happen  to  be  a  Japanese  gardener,  that  is.  In 
fact,  director  David  Lean  goes  on  an  all-out  nature 
kick  in  this  picture.  Miles  and  miles  of  rocks  and 
sand  are  shown  endlessly.  This  guy  doesn't  waste  a 
pebble.  Which  is  fine  if  you  like  to  watch  seaweed 
sprout.  Or  boll  weevils  pollinate.  On  the  other  hand, 
if  you’re  inclined  to  brood,  or  happen  to  be  a  typhoon 
sadist,  there  are  plenty  of  raging  storms  and  omin¬ 
ous  cloud  scenes.

When  we  finally  get  back  to  the  story,  there  is  great 
suffering.  Not  only  by  Mitchum  (and  anyone  unlucky 
enough  to  buy  a  ticket)  but  by  the  other  cast  mem¬ 
bers.  This  includes  John  Mills,  who  portrays  a 
twisted,  crippled  mute.  He  accepted  this  part  because 
it  gave  him  a  legitimate  excuse  for  not  speaking  a 
word  of  the  inane  dialog.  But  the  main  reason  John 
Mills  agreed  to  do  this  picture  was  —  Hay  ley  stopped 
sending  him  his  monthly  check! 

Playing  the  part  of  the  village  priest  is  Trevor 
Howard,  who  keeps  praying  with  all  his  might  for 
a  miracle.  Only  nothing  can  save  this  picture!  In 
fact,  the  perfect  ending  to  this  movie  would  simply 
have  been  a  lighted  match.
